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Reasons For Allowance 



1 . The following is an examiners statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art Kawaguchi (US 5,403,029) Kudert (US 
6,332,767) and Akiyama for (US 2002/01 82351 )for the following reasons: 

2. Kawaguchi et al. teach a method of forming a dose which has a functional layer 
imprisoned therein however the process of Kawaguchi et al. must necessarily produce a 
dose which has a convex surface, and as such teaches away from the instantly claimed 
invention. Further there is no motivation in Kawaguchi for one of ordinary skill in the art 
to produce a dose with a concave surface. 

3. Kudert teaches a parison which is different from a dose (as evidenced by the 
declaration filed 04/06/09) and further one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
motivated to look at an injection machine that forms parison to the dose of the instant 
invention, as well as the extrusion method for forming the instant invention. 

4. Akiyama teaches parisons which again differ from doses. The parisons of 
Akiyama use pinch molding or blow molding to from flat surfaces and as such do not 
teach the instant article, method or apparatus claims, nor would one of ordinary skill in 
the art be motivated to modify the invention of Akiyama to reach the instant invention. 

Thus it is clear that alone or in combination the prior art fails to teach the instant 
invention and as such the claims are passed to issue.
